Of course Atlanta will raise the
money to uniform the poor confedor-
ate veterans and pay their way to Lou-
isville. That battalion of one-armed,
one-legged, one-eyal heroes of the lost
canse will be the most significant
feature of the reunion and will make

more lasting impression upon the
rising generation than anything else,
“That is genwine,” they will siy.

Those old fellows were certainly there
and they have not repented of it. In
faet, they are proud of it. It will
tenech the youth of the other side that
our hoys were terribly in earnest and
that neither time nor poverty has abe-
literated o single feeling of
that possessod thom when they faced
the guns of the enemy nearly forty
Yeurs ago. They are  established in
the faith and will die. not believing
they were right, but knowing it. That
word “believing' is a misnomer, a
kind of compromise. It does not fit
us, We Knew we were right then and
we know it yet. Belleving is a word
that fits the other side. A good many
of their =oldler boys believed
wore right and knew no better, for
thelr politicians fooled them, but mora
than half of them didn't believe any-
thing about it and didn't care, for they
were Direlings and  fought for $10 a
month and nothing ¢lse,  They were
hungry, It seems to me If I was a
northern man I would say to my Peo-
ple “We can’t do anything with those
veterans, Just let them
alone.

We plled four to one on them
and wore thom out, amd that's nll, bhut
st fighters the workineversaw, he -
never had but 00,000 men iz the field,
